ASPIRATION. 
Aspiration  is  the  modifying  or  softening  of  the 
sound  of  a  consonant.  In  producing  the  aspirated 
sound  the  organs  of  speech  are  not  brought  into 
such  close  contact  as  that  required  for  the  un- 
aspirated  sound. 

t),   c,  X),  p,  5,  tn,  p,   f  and  u  are   the    aspirable 
consonants. 

Rules  for  Aspiration  of  Initial  Consonants.

III.  The  Possessive  Adjective  Pronouns  mo,  my ; 
x>o,  thy;  a,  his,  aspirate  the  noun  that  follows  :  e.g., 
mo  c^p Alt. 

IV.  Adjectives  are  aspirated  in  the  Nom.  Sing. 
Fern.,  and  Gen.  Sing.  Masc.  and  Dat.  and  Voc.  Sing, 
of  both  genders  (and  in  Nom.  Plur.  when  the  accom- 
panying noun  ends  in  a  slender  consonant)  :  e.g., 
be^n  mop  ;  ce^c  An  £if\  moif\. 

Note  to  Rule  I. — Words  beginning  with  f ,  followed  by  a  vowe 
or  t,  r>,  ft /'_.. have  c  prefixed  in  Nom.  and  Ace.  Fern.  Sing,  and  in 
Gen.  Masc.  Sing.

ECLIPSIS. 

Eclipsis  is  the  suppression  of  the  sound  of  a  con- 
sonant caused  by  prefixing  another  whose  sound  is 
substituted. 

The  following  are  eclipsable : — I),  c,  -o,  p,  5,  p, 
and  c.  Each  of  these  consonants  has  an  eclipsing 
letter :

GENDER, 


There  are  only  two  genders — the  Masculine  and 
Feminine. 

Masculines  are — (1)  Names  and  designations  of 
males.  (2)  Nouns  ending  in  one  or  two  broad  con- 
sonants, as  Uu\c,  c\\Ain,  except  those  ending  in  acz 
and  05.     (3)  Personal  agents  in  óitv^xifve^-Ai-óe,  01  úe. 


tn-óe  or  aó.  (4)  Diminutives  in  áv,  and  in,  and 
abstracts  in  Af.  (5)  The  titles  of  callings,  &c, 
peculiar  to  men,  as  bÁ|\x>,  gaba. 

Feminines  are — (1)  Names  and  designations  of 
females.  (2)  Names  of  countries,  rivers,  and  most 
of  the  members  of  the  body,  as  éife,  Sitiip,  cop, 
ftfit,  &c.  (3)  Diminutives  in  05,  and  derivatives  in 
Atz\  also  abstract  nouns  from  the  Gen.  Fern,  of 
adjectives.  (4)  Nouns  ending  in  one  or  two  slender 
consonants,  except  those  in  ói|\,  and  males,  as  At-Aifi, 
also  the  words  -oranm,  Ainm,  s^eim,  and  poctóift. 

Attenuation  is  the  process  by  which  a  broad 
consonant  is  made  slender.,  as  bAro  from  tu\T). 

Broadening,  the  reverse  of  attenuation,  is  the 
process  by  wThich  a  slender  consonant  is  made  broad, 
as  roóru\  from  morn,  bii^Uvo  from  biiAit. 

Syncopation  is  the  elision  of  an  unaccented 
vowel  or  diphthong  occurring  in  the  last  syllable  of 
words  of  two  or  more  syllables  when  the  words  are 
lengthened  by  an  inflection  beginning  with  a  vowel, 
as  oibj\e  from  obaif,  otn-a  from  oldnn. 


THE  ARTICLE. 

There  is  only  one  article  in  Irish,  the  definite 
article  an.  In  the  Singular  number,  all  the  cases  are 
an,  except  the  Gen.  Fern.,  which  is  na.  The  Plural 
is  always  n-d. 


THE   NOUN. 

Cases. — There  are  five  cases  in  Irish  :  Nominative, 
Genitive,  Dative,  Accusative,  and  Vocative.  The 
Norn,  answers  to  the  English  Norn. ;  the  Gen.  to  the 
Possessive  ;  the  Dat.  to  the  case  governed  by  a 
preposition ;  the  Ace.  is  the  case  governed  by  a 
transitive  verb  ;  and  the  Voc.  is  the  case  of  address. 


Declensions. — There  are  five  declensions.  The 
way  in  which  the  Gen.  is  formed  from  the  Nom, 
determines  the  declensions. 

Formation  of  Cases — (i)  Nom.  and  Ace.  are 
always  the  same  in  form.  (2)  Nom.  and  Voc.  Sing. 
are  always  the  same,  except  in  the  first  declension, 
where  the  Voc.  is  the  same  as  the  Gen.  Sing.  (3) 
Dat.  Sing,  is  usually  like  the  Nom.  Sing.,  except  in 
the  fifth  declension  ;  and  in  the  second  declension  (in 
the  case  of  nouns  ending  in  a  broad  consonant). 
(4)  Gen.  Plur.  is  usually  like  the  Nom.  Sing,,  in  first, 
second  and  third  declensions. 

The  First  Declension. 

All  nouns  of  this  declension  end  in  broad  con- 
sonants, and  are  Masculine.  The  Gen.  Sing,  is 
formed  by  attenuation.  The  Nom,  Plur.  is  generally 
like  the  Gen.  Sing.,  and  the  Gen.  Plur.  lik*-  the  Nom. 
Sing.  The  Dat.  Plur.  is  formed  by  adding  ^10  to  the 
Nom,  Sing.

The  Second  Declension. 

All  nouns  of  this  declension  end  in  either  broad  or 
slender  consonants,  and  are  Feminine.  The  Gen. 
Sing,  of  those  ending  in  broad  consonants  is  formed 
by  attenuating  the  Nom.  and  then  adding  e.  The 
Gen.  of  those  ending  in  slender  consonants  is  formed 
by  adding  e  to  the  Nom.  The  Dat  Sing,  drops  the 
increase  of  the  Gen.  The  Voc.  ends  like  the  Nom. 
The  Nom.  Plur.  is  formed  from  the  Nom.  Sing,  by 
adding  a  when  the  last  vowel  is  broad,  and  e  when  it 
is  slender.     The  Gen,  Plur.  ends  like  the  Nom.  Sing.

The  Gen.  Sing,  is  formed  by  adding  a  broad  con- 
sonant (11  or  c  being  the  consonant  usually  added) 
to  the  Nom.  Sing. 

The  Dat.  Sing,  is  formed  by  attenuating  the  Gen, 
Sing. 

The  Xom.  Plur,  adds  a  to  the  Gen.  Sing. 

The  Gen.  Plur.  is  the  same  as  Gen.  Sing,

THE    VERB. 

There  are  two  conjugations  in  Irish.  The  first 
conjugation  embraces  the  majority  of  Irish  verbs 
The  second  conjugation  comprises  (i)  verbs  ending 
in  i£  and  tug,  and  (2)  Syncopated  verbs. 

Each  of  the  conjugations  has  three  forms — (1)  the 
Synthetic,  (2)  the  Analytic,  and  (3)  the  Autonomous. 

The  Synthetic  form  is  that  in  which  the  persons 
are  expressed  by  inflections. 

In  the  Analytic  there  is  only  one  form  for  the 
different  persons. 

The  Autonomous  form  is  used  when  an  action  is 
spoken  of  without  express  mention  of  the  subject, 
e.g. — 5tAncx\fi  An  bójvo,  someone  cleans  the  table. 
It  is  usually  neither  eclipsed  nor  aspirated. 

Synthetic  Form  Pres.  Indic. — tnoU\nn,  moU\ip, 
moLann  fé,  mot4imAOi*o,  &c. 

Analytic  Form  of  Pres.  Indic. — moUnn  me, 
tnoLann  cú,  moU\nn  pé,  mot<\nn  fmn,  &c. 

The  Analytic  form  is  found  in  all  the  tenses,  and 
is  always  the  same  as  the  3rd^pers.  sing. 
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Tenses. 

Most  of  the  tenses  have  the  same  force  as  in 
English. 

The  Imperfect  is  sometimes  called  the  Habitual, 
sometimes  the  Consuetudinal  Past.  It  denotes  con- 
tinuous or  habitual  action  in  the  past. 

The  Conditional  (sometimes  called  the  Second 
Future)  corresponds  to  the  tense  with  would  or  should 
in  English, 

The  Perfect  is  often  called  the  Past  tense. 

The  Principal  Parts  of  a  Verb  are — 

i.  The  2nd  Pers.  Sing.  Imperative,  which  is  the 
stem  of  the  verb.  This  stem  is  found  in  all  the  Tenses 

2.  The  i st.  Pers.  Sing.  Fut.,  which  distinguishes 
the  Conjugations. 

3.  The  Past  Participle,  which  determines  whether 
c  is  aspirated  in  2nd  Sing.  Imperfect,  and  in  the 
Pres.,  Imperf.,  and  Imperative  of  the  Autonomous 
forms. 

4.  The  Verbal  Noun  from  which  the  Compound 
tenses  are  formed.

Besides  the  forms  mentioned  in  the  following 
Tables  there  are  also  Relative,  Negative,  and  Inter- 
rogative forms.
